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receives highest honor for WWI service

The sounds of the fire have 
long subsided and only the echo 
of the dreadful war memories 
remain. These days our Cana¬ 
dian soldiers spend most of their 
time peacekeeping, but no one 
will ever forget. 

Bill Gibbs, 101 knows he never 
will, and it was 81 years ago that 
he was conscripted into the Ca¬ 
nadian Army for service in WWI. 

Not only will Gibbs never for¬ 
get, the time he served overseas, 
neither will the country which 
he fought to protect so many 
years ago. 

The Consul General of Franee 
was at the Didsbury Auxiliary 
Hospital last week to let him 
know his country still remem¬ 
bers what veterans like Gibbs 
did for them. 

"We just want to tell them we 
didn't forget your sacrifice," said 
Michel Dejeagher, Consul Gen¬ 
eral in town to honor Gibbs with 
France's highest ranking award, 
The Legion of Honor given buy 
the French republic for outstand¬ 
ing service to their country. 

Gibbs went into the 27th bat¬ 
talion of the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Forces in France on Jan. 


12,1918 and served overseas as a 
foot soldier and watchman until 
his discharge on July 1, 1919. 

Now, 81 years after returning 
home, Gibbs was recognized not 
only by France, but by the Cana¬ 
dian Veterans Affairs depart¬ 
ment who bestowed upon him 
the John McCrae Medallion and 
a certificate, inscribed and signed 
by Queen Elizabeth herself. 

The very official ceremony be¬ 
gan late in the afternoon as hos¬ 
pital staff, the local Legion mem¬ 
bers, and the Didsbury Cadets 
prepared for something this town 
has never witnessed before. 
Among the crowd were Gibbs' 
friends and family, including two 
of his great grandchildren, Chip 
Koch and Jason Fox. At Gibbs' 
side sat proudly, Wilma Koch, 
his daughter; his granddaughter 
Chris Fox, and two grandsons, 
Calvin Koch and Eric Koch. 

Before the arrival of the offi¬ 
cials, an impromptu sing a long 
with the Legion members broke 
out, as they sang war time songs, 
setting the scene for the honor¬ 
ary presentation to Gibbs. 

The ceremonies began with a 
parade of color from the Dids¬ 
bury Cadets Corps 3025.

Annette Cantalope, district 
director of Veterans Affairs be¬ 
gan, "We are in awe of Mr. Gibbs 
and the others like him: their 
courage, their values, and their 
commitment to the preservation 
of peace and freedom." 

Dejeagher then addressed 
Gibbs. 

"When I think about what 
those people have done for us, we 
are very thankful," he said. 

He explained that the medal 
that he pinned on Gibbs was a 
very high honor in his country. 
The Legion of Honor was insti¬ 
tuted by Napoleon Bonaparte in 
1802 and considered the highest 
award anyone can be given from 
the country of France. The Le¬ 
gion has five ranks: Knights, 
Officers, Commanders, Grand 
Officers and Grand Crosses. 

First World War veterans such 


as Gibbs are given the rank of 
Knight. 

Kelly Keith from Veterans 
Affairs in Ottawa reports that 
Gibbs is one of a very select group 
that have had this medal pinned 
to their lapel. She says that un¬ 
der 100 Canadian Veterans wear 
the Legion of Honor. Keith says 
it is special to find a veteran such 
as Gibbs for two reasons: First, 
there are not many surviving 
WWI veterans, with the average 
age of 98 years old. Second, it's 
sometimes very difficult to find 
the veterans, even if they are 
surviving. 

Veterans Affairs found Gibbs 
late last year, when his daughter 
saw an advertisement asking that 
anyone who knew the wherea¬ 
bouts of these men contact their 
department. 

They had lost track of Gibbs 


because he had not claimed any 
veterans benefits after return¬ 
ing to his home in Pilot Mound, 
Manitoba in 1919. 

It was long ago, but the cer¬ 
emony last week showed that his 
service was not forgotten. 

At the presentation, 
Dejeagher said the medal was 
given to Gibbs, "As a sign to tell 
him, his family and tell all Cana¬ 
dians, that France did not for¬ 
get.” 

As he approached Gibbs to pin 
the medal to his chest, Gibbs 
spoke to the crowd of about 60 
that had gathered. 

"It is just beyond reason the 
reception you've given me. God 
Bless you all," he said. Dejeagher 
awarded Gibbs with the medal 
and then leaned over to give him 
an emotion filled hug.

Cantalope returned to the 
podium, and Gibbs' side to 
present him with the John 
McCrae Medallion, in remem¬ 
brance of the 
Canadian doc¬ 
tor and teacher 
who also served 
in WWI and was 
the author of the 
famous poem 
"In Flander's 
Fields." 

She also read 
the certificate 
that was person¬ 
ally inscribed by 
the Queen and 
presented him 
with the treas¬ 
ure. 

Through it all, Gibbs surely 
remembered the time he served 
in France. 

The times he spent sitting 
quietly with a set of binocu¬ 
lars scouting across the Ger¬ 
man lines. The time a bullet 
breezed so closely past him that 


it literally blew off the end of the 
rifle that he held in his hands. 
The time, that as he walked 
back to the base, an order to fire 
14 pound guns was given, re¬ 
sulting in his 
only war in¬ 
jury: loss of 
hearing in his 
right ear. 

Gibbs also 
surely remem¬ 
bers the friends 
and family who 
did not return 
home from the 
war as he did. 
He has said be¬ 
fore, that those 
are painful 
memories. 
Gibbs' 
daughter, Wilma, says her fa¬ 
ther never spoke much about 
the war. Perhaps it was those 
frightening memories that held 
the words back. 

Gibbs now has the medals 
and the certificate to add to 
the memorabilia that he still 


has from 81 years ago; a set of 
binoculars used while scout¬ 
ing, coat buttons from his uni¬ 
form jacket, a 27th Battalion 
brass badge, and his discharge 
certificate and log book. 

But, perhaps his most treas¬ 


ured memory of his war expe¬ 
rience won't be from 81 years 
ago, but will be from the cer¬ 
emony last week when every¬ 
one came together to honor a 
wonderful and brave man, 
William Robert Gibbs. 



Police arrest suspects in local crimes

Police have collared two sus¬ 
pects who have been involved 
in a series of break and enter 
robberies around the county. 

Sometime between the 
evening of April 5 and the early 
morning of April 6, someone 
broke into the yard and the 
buildings at Reimers Concrete 
in Didsbury. 

When employees arrived 
early that morning, they dis¬ 
covered broken glass, shat¬ 
tered windows, and that more 
than $30,000 worth of equip¬ 
ment had been stolen. 

The culprits had used a 
white Reimers pick-up truck 
parked in the yard to haul 
away their stash of four large 
tool chests, two of which were 
MAC brand, several power 
tools, two gas portable gen¬ 
erators and a large five ton 
floor jack. The thieves used 
the truck to haul away the 
equipment to an undisclosed 
location, then returned the 


truck to the Reimer's yard. 

On April 10, AG Foods in 
Didsbury found that $5000 in 
cash had been stolen from in¬ 
side a locked safe on the prop¬ 
erty. 

Then, on Sunday, the local 
RCMP were doing routine 
rounds in the county when 
they spotted a suspicious ve¬ 
hicle hauling lumber near Car- 
stairs. 

When they pulled the driver 
and his passenger over to the 
side of the road, they discov¬ 
ered that the man was driving 
with a suspended licence. 

Because of the feeling that 
something was awry, police 
began a routine check of the 
vehicle and discovered that the 
lumber had been stolen from a 
lumber yard near Linden, Alta. 

Local RCMP wondered if 
the suspects may have had 
something to do with the local 
break and enter crimes, and 
checked the treads on the soles 
of the shoes of both suspects. 
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The treads of one of the men 
were found to match footprints 
left behind at the other crime 
scenes, and the suspects were 
immediately taken into cus¬ 
tody. 

Further investigation re¬ 
vealed that the driver was also 
responsible for numerous 
thefts at the Mountain View 
County yard office in Cremona. 

Both men were arrested, as 
the passenger had outstand¬ 
ing warrants, however he has 
not yet been charged with any 
of the local break and enter 
crimes.

The town council says there 
wallets are dry, and they want 
to make that clear to the Sen¬ 
iors' Games Committee. 

At a town council meeting a 
couple of weeks ago, council 
received a letter from the com¬ 
mittee asking that they pay 
out, in cash, the $20,000 they 
had committed to the games 
during the bid process. 

Council said they obviously 
misunderstood the commit¬ 
ment, because the donation 
offered was $20,000 in cash 
and in-kind services such as 
use of the facilities like the 
Memorial Complex and the 
Campground. Besides, they 
added, they had already paid 
out $2000 in cash earlier, 
which only leaves a total of 
$18,000. 

Evan Parliament, town 
CAO, said simply put, the town 
can not afford that right now. 


Coun. Gary Dolha added 
that even if the town had the 
available dollars, he would not 
support going over the motion 
made in December 1997, which 
stated that the town council 
approved the initial contribu¬ 
tion of $20,000 toward the 
1999 Alberta Seniors' Games 
and that the amount be capped. 

"Council was very clear at 
that time," said Dolha. He said 
that if the Games committee 
still wants the $18,000 in cash, 
they can have it, however, they 
will then have to pay for the 
use of facilities. 

Parliament expressed frus¬ 
tration with the Town of Olds 
because they have increased 
their contribution to the event, 
after they were originally the 
ones who suggested that both 
towns s<;t a cap to the funding. 

According to the letter from 
the Seniors' Games commit¬ 
tee, the reason they are ask¬ 
ing for the cash immediately is 
so that they may get a factual 
picture of how the budget and 
operations will be worked. 

The indicated that there has 
been a small increase in the 
budget of 6.5%, as compared 
to the one originally presented 
during the bid process. How¬ 
ever, Friends of the Games 
chairman, Roy Brassard said 
in the letter to council, "We do 
not feel this to be unreason¬ 
able or insurmountable." 


If there is a deficit during 
the hosting of the Games, the 
two town councils in Olds and 
Didsbury will be responsible 
for the shortfall. However, if 
the Games are held and man¬ 
age to maintain a surplus po¬ 
sition, they may be able to 
attain a Legacy Grant from 
Alberta Sport, Recreation and 
Wildlife in the amount of 
$25,000. In addition, the towns 
will be able to determine where 
the surplus dollars will be al¬ 
located. 

Councillors felt that they 
should write a letter to the 
committee to clarify their po¬ 
sition regarding the capped 
level of funding. 

Mayor Ray Lea said, "The 
money will be there when and 
if they need it." 

A motion was made by 
Coun. Peter Versulys that a 
letter be sent to the Friends of 
the Games committee. 

Brassard says he under¬ 
stands there is some confu¬ 
sion regarding the town's fund¬ 
ing towards the games and 
will appear at this week's town 
council meeting to clarify their 
commitment. 

The Seniors' Games will be 
jointly hosted by the commu¬ 
nities of Olds and Didsbury 
from July 25 through 28 and 
is expected to bring thousands 
of participants and spectators 
to both towns.

Leggette disagrees. He says 
the schools do individually re¬ 
port the failing statistics to the 
board and the province and they 
are reported as "below accept¬ 
able." 

Schoolworksllnc goes on to 
say, "Additionally, the students 
who have achieved the standard 
of excellence are counted a sec¬ 
ond time in the acceptable cat¬ 
egory; this practice of double 
reporting amplifies results and 
is misleading. It is not the ac¬ 
cepted reporting practice at any 
level of educational infrastruc¬ 
ture to include a student in 
more than one reporting cat¬ 
egory. For example, a student 
who has earned an A' grade in 
Language Arts 9 or Social Stud¬ 
ies 5 is never reported to have 
achieved both a 'C' and a B' 
grade in addition to his/her A' 
mark." 

Leggette and Fillmore agree 
that this report is old, and not 
representative of what is going 
on in the school today. 

"We're not even close to being 
in the same situation this year," 
says Leggette. He points to the 
results of the first round of di¬ 
ploma exams from January. Al¬ 
though the school is not permit¬ 
ted by the province to release 
those results to the public until 
June, combined with the June 
exam results, Leggette says 
what he sees is promising. 

"Overall there were some sig- 


of abilities. 

Leggette, however, does not 
deny that there have been prob¬ 
lems in the areas of Math and 
Sciences. 

"We've already had public 
meetings about those results," 
he says referring to a meeting 
last year where parents, the 
school board, teachers, and the 
principal came together to ad¬ 
dress the high rate of failure in 
these areas. 

Leggette says most of those 
problems were dealt with after 
those meetings almost a year 
ago through tutorials, changes 
in staffing, and curriculum. 

The DHS school council 
chairman, Steve Fillmore, 
agrees. 

"I think we have already spent 
a lot time identifying that we 
had concerns in some areas... 
We re still not where we want to 
be, but were heading in the 
right direction." He also ques¬ 
tioned how the statistics were 
arrived at and why they were 
being released almost a com¬ 
plete year after the fact. 

According to information 
from Schoolworksllnc says they 
believe their method of report¬ 
ing achievement levels is more 
accurate than the Provincial 
government's. 

It states in the report's pre¬ 
amble, "It is important to note 
that failing rates are not di¬ 
rectly reported by our govern¬ 
ment, school districts and 
schools. Results are reported 
within the two categories of 'ac¬ 
ceptable standard' and 'stand-

Didsbury High School repre¬ 
sentatives question the accu¬ 
racy of a report released by 
SchoolWorkslInc indicating 
that they are pushing towards 
the top of the list of the top 200 
failing schools in Alberta. 

The Schoolworksllnc report 
shows Didsbury High School as 
the 27th on list of 50 high schools 
with the highest failing percent¬ 
ages. In math 30 the report 
shows 47.2% failing, in Biology 
30 there are 34.1% failing, in 
Social 30 level course there are 
26.5% failing and in English 30 
there are 5.1% failing the di¬ 
ploma exams. 

Mark Leggette, DHS princi¬ 
pal, said he had concerns re¬ 
garding the way the list of 
schools was presented to the 
public. 

It does not take into account 
many other determining factors. 

"There is no comparison be¬ 
tween sizes of schools and the 
sizes of classrooms," says 
Leggette. He adds that this 
could alter results because in a 
small school or classroom, hav¬ 
ing only one or two fail could 
drastically affect what the raw 
statistics portray. 

Also, the participation rates 
may affect the outcomes, say 
Leggette. And, Didsbury High 
School has participation rates 
that are far above the provincial 
participation rates, in some cases 
as high as 36% above provincial 
rates. Leggette says that when 
so many kids are writing the 
tests, there is a wider spectrum 


Five other Chinook's Edge Schools 
on the list of top failing schools

Didsbury High School was not the only Chinook's Edge 
school to fall onto the list of top 200 failing schools released 
by Schoolworksllnc. 

Didsbury Outreach school ranked 11th on the list of top 
failing Grade 9 schools. Steve Fillmore, school council 
chair for DHS says that because of the small number of 
students who would write the achievement tests, in some 
cases only one or two, the results are misrepresentative. 
Those results show the Outreach school with 87.5% of 
students failing Math 9, 71.4% of students failing Science 
and Social 9, and 57.1% of students failing Language Arts 
9. 

Also, Cremona School placed 12th on the list of Grade 12 
schools with the highest failing rates with a remarkable 
62.5% of students at that level failing Social 30, 36% failing 
Biology 30, 27.3% failing English 30 and 18.2% failing 
Math 30. 

Similar to DHS principal, Cremona School's principal 
says that although he was quite concerned about last year’s 
results, they have since improved through a number of 
changes to programs. He also questions the method and 
variables used in reporting, especially in relation to school 
size, which would sway results at Cremona School because 
of low enrolment. 

Also, at the Grade 12 level. Spruce View School and 
Riverglen School in Red Deer appeared high on the list with 
Riverglen ranking third and Spruce View ranking 18th. 

Riverglen also placed 28th in the Grade 9 results list¬ 
ings. 

Other Chinook's Edge Schools on the list were Home 
Education out of Lacombe who placed 43rd on the list of 
Grade 6 listings and Penhold School who placed 46th for 
Grade 6.

School council review

Schools, parents and com¬ 
munities all play an important 
role in education. So important 
in fact, the Alberta Government 
mandated school councils as 
part of the School Act in 1994. 

That was four years ago, 
plenty of time for school coun¬ 
cils to be established in almost 
all schools across the province. 
It is time to see how well these 
councils are fulfilling their man¬ 
date to provide Albertans with 
meaningful involvement in edu¬ 
cation. 

So why another review? Is it 
needed and valuable? I believe 
assessment is vital to ensure we 
are on track and meeting the 
needs of Albertans and our 
schools. How can we make 
these important decisions un¬ 
less we look at where we have 
been, where we are going, and 
how we are getting there? 

This is what Education Min¬ 
ister Gary Mar did in appoint¬ 
ing three of my colleagues as a 
working group to review school 
councils, creating an opportu¬ 
nity to share ideas, look at ar¬ 
eas for improvement and build 
on the many successes already 
achieved. 

Clearly, school councils do 
not need 'fixing', they are not 
broken. We have a number of 
very active councils in our area. 
And across the province, 79 per 
cent of parents already are sat¬ 
isfied with the opportunity to be 
involved in decisions at their 
local schools. But to be 
proactive, to continue to meet 


the ever changing needs, we 
need to continue to look at where 
improvements can be made. 

The first part of the review 
was a workbook distributed to 
schools, school boards and pro¬ 
vincial education organizations 
in Alberta. Respondents were 
asked for information on a range 
of subject areas from school 
council activities and lines of 
communication, to challenges 
facing councils and examples of 
best practices.

Last week, our town was wit¬ 
ness to something very signifi¬ 
cant and special. Bill Gibbs, 101 
was honored by not only our coun¬ 
try, but by one who he fought to 
protect during WWI. 

The ceremony itself was very 
official, with the Consul General 
of France, Veterans Affairs repre¬ 
sentatives, Cadets, and Legion 
members. Everyone was very pro¬ 
fessional and dignified as this sol¬ 
dier was honored 80 years after 
his service in France and Belgium. 

...And then there was the press. 

Professional? I doubt it. Dignified? Far from it. 

Picture this. Gibbs is sitting in his wheelchair at the 
front of the room. His family all have their cameras poised 
for the big moment when the medal is proudly pinned to his 
lapel. Suddenly, with a burst of energy one girl with a video 
camera is straddling Gibbs' legs with a bright spotlight 
shining right into his eyes so that she can get a close up of 
the medal. 

Because this one unprofessional, and extremely rude 
journalist decided that she was above all and the most 
important, the rest of the journalists who were more than 
willing to stand a few feet back and use their zoom lenses, 
also had to rush forward to get a picture of Gibbs instead of 
a picture of the TV camera women's rear end. 

Could this woman not have waited until after the 
ceremony and then asked that Gibbs display his medal so 
that she may get a close-up? Instead, she made us all look 
like rummaging idiots rushing at this 101 year old man, 
who, because of the scene, was surely overwhelmed. This 
one woman caused the six other journalists in the room to 
fall into the stereotypical role of rude, obtrusive, and 
obnoxious reporters. 

The worst part was, that because the rest of the people 
in the room were not prepared for the media scrum, they 
probably did not get any pictures other than the backs of the 
head of the journalists. 

Okay, I accept that big city journalism is different than 
in small towns. Perhaps I should have expected the TV 
cameras to think that their soundbite was far more impor¬ 
tant that being considerate. However, in my experience, 
there are a total of four or five local small town journalists 
who can often be found at the same news events.

Of course, being 
from Alberta I know about 
changing weather. Here we had 
over an inch of rain on Monday 
afternoon and heavy harmattan 
Wednesday morning. The rain 
of course comes from the south, 
while the harmattan comes from 
the north. This time of year we’re 
in between the two major sys¬ 
tems and it can be interesting. 

Thursday morning Dan was 
down at the track running when 
he saw a snake on the track 
ahead. It wasn’t fast-moving and 
hardly reacted when he threw 
dirt clumps at it. It may have 
been a night adder or some com¬ 
pletely harmless snake. Some 
people here (including us) be¬ 
lieve that the best snake is a 
dead snake. There was an old 
piece of roofing nearby so Dan 
used that to decapitate the snake. 
In the process he hurt his hand, 
so he quit running early and 
went home. We never know what 
we’ll find. Life is definitely not 
boring! 

The other big event this week 
was the home-schoolers’ retreat 
that Janet worked hard to or¬ 
ganize. We started on Friday 
evening with 19 kids, grades 1 - 
8. These children live in widely 
scattered parts of Nigeria and 
are schooled by their parents. 
Some had to travel 10 -12 hours 
to get to Jos. The retreat lasted 
from Friday evening until church 
on Sunday (though we sent the 
kids to their parents for the 
night). Activities included choir, 
art, library, physical education 
(PE), field-day type activities, 
and Sunday School. We tried to 
give them an opportunity to do 
things that they can’t do when 
there are just two or three of 
them. During their choir time 
they learned a song and pre¬ 
sented it for the special music 


duringthe Sunday morningwor- 
ship service at Hillcrest. For PE 
they learned to play indoor 
hockey and had a great time. 
Saturday evening we had a skat¬ 
ing party and bonfire and in¬ 
cluded the Hillcrest students. 
Things that impressed me about 
the weekend: Several parents 
talked to me on Saturday morn¬ 
ing about the the comments their 
children made. Aaron Tenkink, 
as he was falling asleep on Fri¬ 
day night, moaned and com¬ 
plained about the fact that the 
retreat would be over on Sun¬ 
day. He wanted it to go on for 
several more days. The Houser 
girls were so wired and excited 
about what had gone on Friday 
night, they didn’t think they 
would be able to sleep but they 
were so exhausted that just a 
few minutes of stillness and they 
were out. In the morning they 
were raring to go. Trying to plan 
activities that will be interest¬ 
ing for 1st graders and an 8th 
grader and all ages in between 
is quite difficult and so often 
things were geared toward the 
younger grades. We did not hear 
one word of complaint from the 
older kids. 

I was also impressed with 
how fast these kids learned. We 
tried to give them new things 
and most were willing to at least 
try. We had first through fourth 
grades playing hockey together. 
Most of them had never even 
held a hockey stick or seen it 
played. (Our two Canadians, of 
course, were much more adept 
at this game.) Within about 5 
minutes, not only had they 
learned to hold the stick and 
hit the puck (without hitting 
each other in the face) but they 
were able to play a bit of a game 
and get the puck down the court 
or stop it and send it the other 
way. They had a general under¬ 
standing of the purpose of the 
game and how to score. The PE

One of the games we played 
had them getting into groups 
by the country where they were 
born. We had five countries rep¬ 
resented: Canada, US, Nigeria, 
Liberia and Australia. There 
parents are doctors, teachers 
in pastor’s schools, doing com¬ 
munity development through 
agriculture and well digging as 
well as church planting. We had 
five different missions agencies 
represented. 

While we were meeting with 
the children their mothers were 
also having their own meetings. 
It was a chance for them to 
share about their successes and 
struggles as hey were both par¬ 
ent and teacher to their chil¬ 
dren. Hillcrest teachers came 
to answer questions and pro¬ 
vide any help they could. Semi¬ 
nars were presented on learn¬ 
ing disabilities, preparing chil¬ 
dren for transitions either to 
schools in the home countries 
or to mission school, and learn¬ 
ing styles. The mothers also 
really appreciated having the 
opportunity to meet and be en¬ 
couraged by others experienc¬ 
ing similar frustrations and 
challenges.

The Didsbury and District Trade Show brought in almost 
the equivalent to the population of the entire town of Dids¬ 
bury over the weekend.

John Dowd, chair of the Ex¬ 
cellence in Teaching Founda¬ 
tion says about the honor, "The 
Excellence in Teaching Awards 
are truly a community celebra¬ 
tion honoring teachers who have 
made a tremendous impact on 
their students."

Smoking greater risk to teens 


Permanent genetic changes 
that forever increase the risk 
of lung cancer occurs in teen¬ 
agers who smoke, even if they 
quit later in life. And the 
younger the smoking starts, 
the more damage is done. 

That's the conclusion of a 
study published Wednesday in 
the Journal of the National 
Cancer Institute. 

The research, coming at a 
time when more than a third 
of teens are taking up the 
smoking habit, shows “there 
is something uniquely bad 
about starting young,” said 
John K. Wiencke, a genetics 
expert at the University of 
California, San Francisco, 
School of Medicine, and first 
author of the study. 

He said the research gives 
powerful evidence of why start¬ 
ing smoking before the age of 
18 can be particularly harmful 
to long-term health. 

Wiencke said youthful 
smoking on a daily basis causes 
lung damage that the body 
cannot repair. 

He said the damage is less 
likely among smokers who 


start in their 20s or later, al¬ 
though smoking at any age is 
unhealthful. 

“It looks like it is the age 
when smoking starts that is im¬ 
portant,” Wiencke said. “It didn’t 
matter if they were heavy or light 
smokers - what mattered is that 
they started young.” 

Earlier studies have indicated 
that smoking stunts the lungs' 
full development and increases 
the risk of breathing problems 
later in life. Studies have also 
shown that smoking in the teen 
years is more addictive and that 
once they begin they are less 
likely to break the habit. 

But Wiencke’s study for the 
first time shows dramatic and 
enduring DNA damage caused 
by youthful smoking. 

“This reinforces the idea that 
we need to stop young people 
from smoking, not only from the 
addiction standpoint, but also 
from the cancer risk standpoint,” 
Wiencke said. 

About 3 million teenagers 
now smoke, the government es¬ 
timates. And about a third of all 
smokers will die of smoking- 
related illnesses, including lung 


and other types of cancers, 
heart disease, stroke, emphy¬ 
sema and chronic pulmonary 
obstruction. 

In their study, Wiencke 
and his colleagues tested for 
DNA alterations in the 
nontumor lung tissue of 
patients being treated for 
lung cancer. The group in¬ 
cluded 57 people who were 
current smokers, 79 who 
were former smokers and 
seven who had never smoked. 

The healthy lung tissue 
was tested for the number of 
DNA alterations per 10 bil¬ 
lion cells. 

The startling discovery 
was that for former smok¬ 
ers, the most important fac¬ 
tor affecting DNA damage 
was when they started smok¬ 
ing, not how long or how 
much, Wiencke said. 

Such alterations occur 
when chemicals in tobacco 
smoke fuse with genes in the 
DNA of lung cells. These 
chemical complexes, called 
adducts, cause mutations and 
significantly increase cancer 
risk, Wiencke said. 
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Didsbury hospital is part of a 
major vaccination program. 

Now, all those who suffer 
from any of the chronic illnesses 
mentioned below, as well as 
those 65 years of age and older, 
can get those vaccine free. 

Pneumococcal disease is a 
severe infection caused by a germ 
or bacteria called streptococcus 
pmemomise (or pnemococcus). 
It may cause pneumonia, men¬ 
ingitis or a blood stream infec¬ 
tion. It is spread through the 
coughing and sneezing of an 
infected person. The 
pneumococcal vaccine can pre¬ 
vent the most common type of 
bacterial pneumonia as well as 
other serious infections. 

You should get the 
pneumococcal vaccine if you are 
living in a nursing home or 
other long term care facility, if 
you are 65 years or older, or if 
you are over two years old and 
have one of the following condi¬ 
tions: chronic heart, liver or 
kidney disease, chronic lung 
disease (except asthma), alco¬ 
holism, diabetes, chronic 
cerebrosponal fluid leak, if you 
do not have a spleen of if you 
spleen dose not work well, sickle 
cell disease, HIV infection or 
AIDS, or other immune illnesses 
or conditions that affect your 
body's ability to fight disease. 

Most people need to get the 
Pneumococcal vaccine once. 
Only a few people will need to 
get a second dose of the vaccine. 
Your doctor or public health 
nurse will know if you need 
another dose. 

Side effects from the vaccine 
are usually mild and last a short 
time. About half of the people 
who receive the vaccine will have 
a small amount of swelling and 
soreness in the arm where the 
needle went in. Some people 
may experience a mild fever or 
muscle pain. A small amount of 
people may have a more serious 
swelling and pain in the arm. 
Tell your doctor or public health 
nurse if you have any of these 
side effects. You can not get 
pneumonia from a pneumococcal 
vaccination. 

When should you get your 
pneumcoccal vaccination? How 
about right now? Just phone 
your local Public Health Unit 
to make an appointment or for 
more information.

I quit high school in grade 11 and got a job at the Ponoka 
Co-op in the dry goods dept. It wasn't a great job but when 
you are 15 and haven't finished grade 11 you don't get great 
jobs. I sold shoes, yard goods, bedding and socks. People 
bought shower gifts in the Hardware dept, and brought 
them to us for gift wrapping. I was a terrible gift wrapper. 
I hauled seasonal things up and down from the basement to 
main floor, ran errands for the Manager, and made mistakes 
making change. I was not a great employee. 

My brother Ronny worked at the Ponoka Dairy Pool as 
a steam engineer. His friend and boss, Stan Laycraft, told 
Ronny that the Dairy Pool in Red Deer was hiring and 
training office staff I went to Red Deer to apply for an office 
job but when I got there I was inveigled into their egg 
grading program and the absolutely worst job of my life. I 
think the interviewer had been told to watch for a simple kid 
with a strong back and I met the qualifications. 

At lunch time, when I escaped from the dark, dark, hole 
that was the egg grading station, I sometimes walked 3 or 4 
blocks to the Club Cafe and had a bowl of soup in one of the 
back booths. One day when the restaurant was crowded the 
motherly waitress stopped by and told me that a young man 
from the Treasury Branch often ate in this booth and would 
I mind if he joined me. I certainly did not mind, I was 
delighted to have the opportunity to talk to someone who 
spoke in full sentences, could count past 12 and wore shoes. 
Andy Tkach was the accountant at the Treasury Branch 
across the street, within minutes I was telling him about my 
horrible job, my bleak future, the awful people I worked 
with. I told him that I wished I had never heard of the Dairy 
Pool and that Stan Laycraft had never heard of its miserable 
job opening. When I had finished venting my frustrations 
Andy told me that by a remarkable coincidence his sister 
Anne was Stan Laycraft's wife and that because of the family 
connection he felt some responsibility for my situation. 
"How would you like to work for the Treasury Branch," he 
asked me. And a great egg shaped cloud of gloom began to 
slip from my shoulders. 

Two rather large obstacles stood in the way of my 
exchanging egg cartons for ledgers. Applicants needed to be 
18 years old and have a high school certificate. I was 16 and 
about 70 credits short. I also had illegible hand writing and 
was not terribly gifted in Math. Andy somehow guided me 
past these pitfalls and when the Personnel Person asked 
for my Birth Certificate and Diploma one or the other of 
us made an excuse. "I'll ask my mom when I go home next 
weekend." "My mom can't seem to find my birth certifi¬ 
cate." "I think she's going to mail them right away." 
Eventually they stopped asking. He coached me in 
penmanship and to this day I make really lovely numbers. 
He checked my figures when my ledger would not balance, 
which was most of the time, and he ran interference when 
the dreaded manager screamed at me from the office. He 
introduced me to his friends much as one would present 
a baby sister. He was my mentor in the purest sense of the 
word and there was nothing in it for him. He was just a 
decent, caring person who reached out to help. I would 
not have applied for the job without Andy and without 
him I don't think I would have survived the probationary 
period, either. After a few months in Red Deer I got 
transferred to Olds and then to Ponoka and then to 
Calgary Main. I lost track of Andy. 

I loved the Treasury Branch. When there were 3 girl 
accountants in Alberta I was one of them and I was the 
youngest by 10 years. My first published writing was in 
their newsletter. I made friends that I still keep in touch 
with and most importantly, I met my husband there. 

A few years ago I read in one of the papers that Andy’s 
son had been killed in a flying accident. I wrote to Andy 
and told him how sorry I was and that I had always been 
grateful for his friendship and guidance. He wrote a 
lovely letter back and said that he and his wife would stop 
and see us soon, but somehow we didn't manage to make 
arrangements, and the years slipped away. Ronny phoned 
last night to tell me Andy's obituary is in the Edmonton 
paper. There was no mention of his mentoring dopey, 
country kid, high school dropouts. I wonder how many 
others benefited from his generosity. I know that I will 
never forget him.

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of 
Focus on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to 
the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the 
father of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern California School of 
Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
Childrens's Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been heavily 
involved in govermental activities relating to the preservation 
of the family. 

QUESTION: A great deal is being made about something 
called "school choice" these days. Could you explain this concept 
and tell me whether or not you are in favor of it? 

DR. DOBSON: School choice is an idea whose time has come. 
It would give parents the right to decide whether to send their 
children to a public, private or religious institution, and even to 
select a specific school to which they would be sent. 

I favor this idea for several reasons. First, giving parents a 
choice would improve the quality of education because it would 
force school personnel to compete for students. That would make 
them more responsive to parents. Competition always improves 
the performance of human beings, whether one is selling ham¬ 
burgers or automobiles. It encourages people to serve more 
willingly, to operate more efficiently and to do a good job. That is 
the heart of the free-enterprise system. It provides incentives to 
those who work hard and think creatively. 

Monopolies, by contrast, become unresponsive and stilted. 
We've seen that lethargy in the U.S. Postal Service, in the various 
departments of motor vehicles, in AMTRAK — and in the present 
educational system. I believe test scores will rise and parents will 
be more satisfied when schools that do a great job are allowed to 
grow. Their budgets will expand and their teachers will be proud, 
while disorganized and unresponsive schools with poor teachers 
and half-hearted administrators will wither on the vine. That 
prospect of competition makes educators nervous -- but it makes 
many of us excited. 

The second reason I favor school choice is related to the first: 
It would put power in the hands of parents. If Dad or Mom became 
dissatisfied with a particular school, he or she could take a child 
to a nearby school that better serves that child's needs. With that 
youngster would go the voucher and the money it represents. As 
a bad school began to dwindle under this system, you can bet there 
would be a new motivation among administrators to listen to 
parents and accommodate their concerns. 

As it stands today, parents are virtually powerless unless they 
organize and storm a school board meeting. There has to be a 
better way to encourage cooperation between the home and 
professional educators. 

The third benefit of school choice is that it would grant poor 
people the same options now held by the affluent. Today, if an 
upper-class family is dissatisfied with their local public schools - 

- or if they prefer Christian education or a first-class prep school 

- they have the resources to send their children where they wish. 
An underprivileged family has no such alternative. They are stuck 
with the school in their neighborhood, even if it is rife with violence 
and rebellion. 

President Bill Clinton, who campaigned against school choice 
in California, sent his daughter to an excellent private school in 
Washington, D.C. I would like to see everyone have the opportu¬ 
nity he had. 

Statistics recently released by the U.S. Department of Educa¬ 
tion itself indicated that nearly half of our nation's adult popula¬ 
tion is functionally illiterate. The future looks even dimmer. It's 
forecast that three out of every five of our current school-age 
population will either drop out or "graduate” with an education 
below the seventh-grade level! 

Given that dismal track record, small wonder the movement to 
place accountability squarely in the hands of the people to whom 
it belongs - the staff, parents and students at each individual 
school — is gaining ground. Until we rediscover the time-tested 
axiom that families who care about and are allowed to participate 
in their childrens education is the crucial contributing factor to 
classroom success, I’m convinced school choice is the wave of the 
future.

BUDDING SCIENTIST 

Jessica Romanow can tell Didsburians some good news 
about the quality of air and level of pollution in Didsbury. 

Through the Grade 6 student's science project this year 
she discovered that our town tests negative for acid rain 
(or snow). 

"None of our snow was acidic," she says. "We did some 
tests in Calgary and they acidic traces." 

Romanow's scientific sleuthing was not only recog¬ 
nized by the teachers and judges at the local level, nor was 
it just recognized at the county level, in fact, she was 
recognized at a regional level. Quite an accomplishment, 
walking away from the huge competition with a bronze 
medal, after over a month worth of work on her project, 
"What is acid rain?" 

So, what is the answer to that question? "It is polluted 
rain," she laughs. Pretty simple, right? Wrong. 

Romanow spent hours combing through books at the 
library, researching her methods, tracking her variables, 
using PH strips to test snow samples, and bringing it all 
together into a complete presentation fit for regionals. 

Romanow has been entering science fairs since Grade 
1 and has done all kinds of projects, but it was this one 
that won her the most acclaim in Central Alberta. Last 
year she made it as far as the Mountain View County level, 
but she was thrilled at the opportunity to go beyond this 
year. 

When the honors were being announced after the 
regional event, which included the kids around Central 
Alberta who had made it through the two previous levels, 
Romanow says she didn't hear her name in the Honorable 
Mentions and was disappointed. That is, until they 
announced her name as a bronze medal recipient. 

"I was kind of excited... It was something I never 
expected,” she says. 

Romanow was also the recipient of the Atomic Energy 
of Canada Award. 

Despite Romanow's obvious affinity towards science, 
she says she is not really interested in becoming a 
biologist, a physicist, or chemist. Instead, she would like 
to take her interest in science and go into the medical 
sciences as a veterinarian. 


SPECIAL HELP FOR A SPECIAL TEAM 

Sweden is a long way away, but for the local Special Olympics team, it is only a couple of months 
now until they will be standing on Swedish soil, and displaying their talents for the whole world as 
part of a world wide event that will include their speciality - rhythmic gymnastics. 

The Twirling Troupers, as they are called, have been busy raising funds for the expensive trip, and 
the Didsbury Elks have helped tremendously, says Sue Pratt, who works with many of the 12 athletes 
who will be going to Sweden. 

Just last week Keith McKinnon of the Didsbury Elks Club #514 presented a $1000 cheque to Diane 
Bieber, centre, and Donna lewis, right. And, this is not the first time the club has donated to send 
these special Olympians to compete. Just recently, they also donated $1500 to help the Twirling 
Troupers go to Ottawa to compete in the Canadian Gymnae Strada, where the team did so well they 
brought home silver medals. 

It was at that event, that organizers for the worldwide event took notice of the local team, as they 
were the only ones who received a standing ovation from the crowd. 

They have lots of talent, but not lots of money and Sweden is farther away, and therefore will be 
much more expensive. The Elks are not only donating cash, but they are donating their time to help 
host a major fundraising event - a Beer Fest at the Sports Complex in Olds on April 24.

priate for the weight of the child. 

•Not using a locking clip when required. 

•Not putting the chest clip at armpit level. 

•Having the internal harness too loose. 

Alberta RCMP and Public Health Nursing offer these safety tips for driving with 
a child in the vehicle: 

•Never tend to a crying child's needs while driving. 

•Never unbuckle a child from a safety seat while the vehicle is moving. 

•Don't allow sharp or heavy objects to be loose in the vehicle. 

•Never install a child safety seat in the front seat if you have airbags. 

•If you have airbags, children under the age of 12 should be seated in the back. 

Anyone who is interested can have their car seats inspected by Public Health 
Nursing at no fee. Bird asks that you call ahead to make an appointment. 

RCMP Officers are issuing tickets for the misuse of child safety seats. If you are 
issued a ticket, you have the option of paying the fine or attending a one-hour 
educational session and having the ticket rescinded. 

The next educational session will be held Thurs. Apr. 15 at 7 p.m. Anyone 
interested can call 335-7292 to register. The public is welcome to attend.

Cats aren't the only 
ones getting into herb 
gardening lately. Alberta 
farmers have begun 
growing a variety of 
herbs to diversify their 
revenue sources. Some 
of these herbs are used 
in making spices, while 
others become ingredi¬ 
ents in herbal medicines. 

Alberta Agriculture is 
currently experimenting 
with about 150 specialty 
crops to find out which 
ones are economically vi¬ 
able in our northern cli¬ 
mate. While this list in¬ 
cludes such ordinary 
plants as field peas, there 
are also quite a number 
of herbs. Caraway and 
coriander, for example, 
are finding a niche in 
southern Alberta, where 
conditions are favorable 
to their growth. Other 
spice herbs grown in Al¬ 
berta range from the 
well-known peppermint 
and basil to such East¬ 
ern exotics as wasabi and 
fenugreek. 


And cats aren't the 
only ones who believe 
herbs can improve their 
overall well-being. The 
popularity of herbal 
medicines is expanding 
the market for commer¬ 
cially grown herbs. 
Three of the most publi¬ 
cized - ginseng, 
echinacea, and St John's 
Wort - seem to grow well 
here in Alberta. Yet an¬ 
other possibility is cat¬ 
nip, and not just for cats 
either. Catnip is used as 
an ingredient in herbal 
sedatives to promote re¬ 
laxation and help hu¬ 
mans suffering from in¬ 
somnia. It doesn't, how¬ 
ever, have the same ef¬ 
fect on cats! 

Creamed Tuna with 
Catnip 

5 tablespoons creamed 
cottage cheese 

3 tablespoons canned 
tuna, drained 

1/4 teaspoon corn oil 
catnip (fresh or dried) 
Mix first three ingre¬ 


dients thoroughly and 
sprinkle with a pinch of 
catnip.

A visit to the Land, 
Water and Climate link 
on Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment's internet site, can 
answer these questions. 
The site contains a vari¬ 
ety of weather and cli¬ 
mate information of in¬ 
terest to the agricultural 
community. 

"This internet site of¬ 
fers links to various long 
lead seasonal forecasts, 
providing predictions of 
what kind of conditions 
to expect this spring," 
says Peter Dzikowski, 
agricultural weather re¬ 
source specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton. 

"The latest forecasts 
are for near or slightly 
cooler than normal tem¬ 
peratures and near nor¬ 
mal precipitation for the 
coming spring. These 
predictions, although 
not as reliable as short¬ 
term forecasts, might 
help to refine successful 
management strate. 

Updated on a monthly 
basis, the web page con¬ 
tains summary climate 
information for all of Al¬ 
berta. Monthly, seasonal 
and annual temperature 
and precipitation data, 
obtained from weather 
stations across Alberta, 
are summarized and dis¬ 


played in charts, tables 
and maps. Temperature 
and precipitation meas¬ 
urements are compared 
with the 1961 to 1990 
climate normals. At a 
glance, it is easy to see 
whether a region has 
been experiencing below, 
near or above normal 
temperature and precipi¬ 
tation. 


"Broader climate is¬ 
sues, such as global cli¬ 
mate change and El Nino, 
have been receiving 
greater attention in re¬ 
cent years," adds 
Dzikowski. 

"To help increase un¬ 
derstanding of these top¬ 
ics, the site offers links 
to a number of excellent 
information sources. 


Here, the latest satellite 
images of sea surface tem¬ 
peratures in the equato¬ 
rial Pacific, which repre¬ 
sent El Nino/La Nina cy¬ 
cles can be observed. 

Information about cli¬ 
mate change and green¬ 
house gases and how it 
may affect agriculture in 
Alberta is also available 
on the site.

He gave many kudos to staff, 
especially Sandra King, Evan 
Parliament, and Brenda Hem¬ 
ming who were willing to fight 
to save the sport in Didsbury, 
despite -having no kids in the 
sport themselves.

A 
few of his aunts remember hang¬ 
ing him up by the belt buckle on 
the door knobs. This little cow¬ 
boy would ride with his Dad on 
the combine all day. Dad al¬ 
ways kept a scoop shovel handy 
because he had to change Mikes' 
diapers on the go. After farming 
with Dad all day, Mike ran home 
to his John Deere toys. 

Jason Brander described him 
as fearless and enjoyed living on 
the edge. He would challenge 
the bigger guys in all activities, 
egging them on until they re¬ 
taliated and then of course come 
back for more because this 
Brander never gave up. He even 
challenged Grandpa Bagnall. He 
would sneak Grandpa's favorite 
candies from right under his 
nose - that was something no 
one else would have done. 

Described as a gentle and 
caring student Michael attended 
Kindergarten to Grade 7 in Dids¬ 
bury and then from Grade 8 to 
Grade 11 in Cochrane. He fin¬ 
ished High School back up in 
Didsbury. His favorite subjects 
were Physical Education and 
shop. But school always took 
back seat to other activities es¬ 
pecially hockey. 

Mike figured that there was 
no need to study since he was 
going to the N.H.L. Grandma 
Brander was very proud to see 
Mike's detailed list of goals and 
teams of how he was going to 
get there. 

At the farm, Mike, Scott and 
Chad worked diligently to clean 
out the loft in the barn so he and 
his cousins could play year 
round street hockey. And when 
no one else would play with him 
he would dress his little brother 
Ian in goalie equipment, stand 
him in net and take shots at him 

- when Ian fell over Mike would 
pick him up and they would 
start over again. 

He played his minor hockey 
in Didsbury and Cochrane. He 
then played for the Carstairs 
Colts for three years. He and 
Cory then took a year off from 
Carstairs to play with Morley 
Tomahawks. He finished his 
hockey career with the Colts 


where he holds the record for 
the most years played. 

There are too many hockey 
stories to tell about Michael. 
His friends and team mates could 
probably of talked for hours - 
each sentence starting with re¬ 
member when.... 

Mike was known as particu¬ 
lar, but unfortunately he would 
never wash any of his hockey 
equipment during the season. 
There were fruit flies and most 
likely other critters living in his 
hockey bag. His mom even got 
him odour eaters, but because 
of tradition he refused to use 
them. 

The Colts had six Mikes' in 
the team so they called him 
Brander and when he and Jason 
played together they were 
known as Baby b' and Big b'. 

Mike Cornforth recalls the 
time during playoffs that Mike 
shaved off the hair off the top of 
his head but left the bottom so it 
would look like he had hair 
when he wore his helmet - why? 
because of tradition and girls. 

When Mike put on his helmet 
he was totally focused on the 
game. He was a very aggressive 
player who was a stay at home' 
defenseman . He made his pres¬ 
ence known on the ice and was 
highly respected within the 
league. Mike was the captain of 
the Colts this year and very 
team oriented. He made sure 
everyone was involved and ready 
for games and team functions. 

His sports didn't stop at 
hockey, he played football in 
Cochrane, snowmobiled, water 
skied at Pine Lake, played 
slowpitch, played golf and had a 
hand at skateboarding. Mike 
was determined in all the sports 
and would not give up until he 
achieved his goals. This in¬ 
cluded barefoot skiing. 

Michael started early in life 
as a cowboy; had a quick stage 
as a punk rocker trying differ¬ 
ent mohawk hairdos and strange 
clothes. But Michael stayed a 
cowboy at heart. He even tried 
his hand at rodeo. We can all 
picture him with a 'dip' of Co¬ 
penhagen and a bottle of 'Bud'. 
He would eat heartily, kidney 
and bacon for breakfast while 
serving his friends stale choco¬ 
late chip cookies. Mike liked his 
country music especially Hank 
Williams’ song 'Family Tradi¬ 
tions'. You were forced to listen 
to his music. One of Michaels' 
favorite sayings was "What's 
happening?' He usually asked 
this but he knew what he wanted 
to do and he could convince 
everyone into doing it. Like - 
Thirsty Thursdays in Olds and 
Friday nights in Carstairs. 

Michael was a very hard 
worker and took pride in any 
work he did. He worked at the 
farm off and on, worked as a 
"Petroleum Distribution Engi¬ 
neer' at Turbo in Cochrane, he 
worked for Dwayne Archer - 
custom farming; he worked at 
Neapolis Cheese Factory. He 
took a three month course at 
Olds College where he received 
16 tickets so he could work in 
the rigs. Mike worked on the 
rigs for nine months then of 
course RETIRED to play 
hockey. 

For the last year he worked 
for Sunpine. Sunpine would 
like to say that Mike was truly 
an asset to their organization. 


He was a hard worker with a 
commitment to high quality that 
made working with him a pleas¬ 
ure. Mike will be truly missed 
at Sunpine not just for the work 
that he did, but the friendships 
and bonds he had formed with 
his fellow employees. 

Over the years, Mike trav¬ 
elled to Ontario, Montana, Ha¬ 
waii and Phoenix. On his 21 
birthday his mom and Joe took 
him to Tombstone, Arizona 
where he was in awe that he was 
walking on the same ground as 
the Erp brothers. He named his 
dogs after them. He loved ani¬ 
mals especially his dogs and 
was very good with them. 

The most important things 
to Mike were his friends and 
family. He was always a loyal 
friend and though he had a 
tough guy image his friends saw 
his soft side. He stuck up for 
friends and family as his cous¬ 
ins and sisters can attest to. All 
of his cousins looked up to him 
as a protector. 

Mike initiated new members 
of the family in various ways 
such as licking bald heads to 
give them a polish and all new 
family members have there own 
stories of acceptance. 

He was proud to be a Brander 
and always made a point of let¬ 
ting people know it. He wel¬ 
comed all family and friends 
with hugs and wet, whiskery 
kisses. He carried his Grandpa 
Brander and Dad’s tradition of 
being a big tease - razzing them 
and getting them going - only to 
leave the kids with their par¬ 
ents. 

He loved being a part of the 
family. He never missed family 
get togethers. He was known as 
one of the Big Boys'. 

Grandma and Grandpa 
Brander cherish the times they 
spent with Mike and through 
family values he always respected 
his elders. 

He was a big brother to Ian, 
Amy and Mandy. 

Ian dressed like Mike when¬ 
ever he went out to Mike's place 
- only cowboy duds. It wasn't 
gone unnoticed, this past Christ¬ 


mas Mike unexpectedly grabbed 
him, gave him a big hug and 
reminded Ian how much he loved 
him. 

Mike would wake Amy up 
every Saturday morning for one 
of their brother/sister talks - 
sometimes he would bring half 
the hockey team in to visit. 

Mandy loved her big brother. 
She remembers her interogating 
her boyfriends and mostly the 
advice he gave on respect - Mike 
believed in order to receive re¬ 
spect, you must give it. 

He was a big brother and 
buddy to both Jasons. 

'Little J' said he brought out 
the best in him and challenged 
himself to be better. Mike would 
be proud to know this. 

'Big J' - Jason was a role 
model to Mike and Mike re¬ 
spected and loved him very 
much. 

Jolene had a special place in 
Mike's heart and he was looking 
forward to being an uncle. 

Joe and Mike had a good 
understanding for each other - 
the country boys. 

Linda became a second 


mother to Mike, respecting each 
other. Linda took Mike water- 
skiing and Mike would phone 
her every week to talk. Mike 
always liked Linda's perogies 
and Christmas traditions. 

Doug was always a very 
proud and involved father in 
Mike's life - taught him to farm, 
coached and managed his hockey 
teams. Mike like his dad had a 
big heart, and was very gener¬ 
ous. He was an organizer, a 
tease, they liked to build, and 
both went hard 24 hours a day. 
Mike loved his dad very much 
and we will always see a part of 
Mike in Doug. 

Mike held a very good quality 
of Bonnie's that they both com¬ 
municated with honesty. Bonnie 
remembers a toast from Mike at 
her 50th - He said 'My Mom, my 
best friend, I love you Mom.' 
She would like Mike to know - 
Mike my son, my best friend, I 
love you son. 

Like everyone we will miss 
Mike Brander very much - re¬ 
member the good things Mike 
brought to you - use them to 
become better people.
